A chlorination outfit has been set 
up near the well and all of the water 
j will be treated before it goes Into 
the mains.

tested and found pure, but to be, 
safe guarded against impurities, the \ 
water company officials decided to 
take* the extra precaution of install- I 
ing a chlorinator. 
The two wells and spring at the 
reservoir of the Biglerville 
Water 
company have been falling steadily 
in the past two weeks, and the rain 
on Friday failed to raise the levels , 
in any one of the three sources of 
supply. 
Gettysburg's water supply is hold­ 
ing up well. 
On Friday for the
